AVANTS MILITIA TO OIS. 
BAM) SWANSON ( (U NTY 
'Hobart, 
Okla., 
Sept. 
22.—Sheriff 
Geo. -W., Daniel, who made a vain at- 
< tempt to arrest former officials of 
Swanson county, will leave here late 
today for Oklahoma City, where, ac­ 
cording to his statement, he will ask 
Governor Cruce for state troops to 
aid him in the enforcement of the dis 
trict court mandate ordering the a r­ 
rests for contempt as the result of 
the controversy over Swanson coun­ 
ty. 
The proposed Swanson county was 
formed out of parts of Kiowa and 
Comanche 
counties. 
Its 
formation 
was contested. The result 
was 
the 
court decision. Officials of the pro­ 
posed Swanson county had 
in 
the, 
meantim e been elected. They con­ 
tinued to exercise their supposed pow 
ers as county officials after the court 
decision. 
The chief contestant for part of 
the 
Swanson 
county 
territory 
is 
Kiowa county. Sheriff Daniel served 
notice on the officials of the propos­ 
ed Swanson county to cease “official 
activity.” He alleged that the officials 
of Swanson county scouted his au­ 


thority and defied him. Officers from 
both Kiowa and Swanson patrolled 
Portions of the contested territory. 
Serious clashes were feared. 
Sheriff Daniel yesterday 
was 
in 
that part of the proposed Swanson 
county in an effort to straighten out 
the legal tangle, but he failed, and 
now says the last recourse is to ask 
the governor to overawe Swanson 
county by a display of armed force. 


Still on Damage Suit

It -will probably be concluded before 
night, however. 


Montreal, Sept. 
21.—‘The 
L auder 
government and reciprocity suffered 
an overwhelming defeat in the Cana­ 
dian elections today. 
By a veritable political landslide, 
the 'Liberal majority of forty-three 
was swept away and the Conservative 
party secured one of the heaviest ma 
jorities—upward of fifty—that any 
Canadian party has ever had. Seven 
t abinet Ministers who have served 
with Premier L auder were among 
the defeated candidates. 
The Liberals lost ground in prac 
tically every province of the Domin­ 
ion. Where they won, their 
majorit 
ies were small. Where the Conserva­ 
tives won their m ajorities were tre­ 
mendous. 
Ontario, the leading province of 
canada, declared almost unanimous­ 
ly against the adm inistration and re­ 
ciprocity. 
Borden WHI Be Prime Minister. 
•Robert L. Borden, leader 
of 
the 
C o n c e n tiv e pady, will shortly be­ 
come Prime Minister of Canada. He 
will be supported in Parliam ent by 
a working majority of far more than 
ample for his purpose. 
The government defeat means that 
the Fielding-Knox reciprocity agree­ 
ment, ratified by the American con­ 


gress in extra session, will not be 
introduced when the Twelfth Parlia­ 
ment assembles next month, and that 
a revised basis of 
trade 
with 
the 
I nited States, looking to 
a 
closer 
commercial relation, will not be pos­ 
sible in the immediate future. 
The Conservatives are committed 
lo a policy of trade expansion with­ 
in the Empire and 
a 
closed 
door 
against the Ignited (States. 
Although re-elected in two consti­ 
tuencies in Quesbec, the defeat of the 
Liberal party also means the retire­ 
ment from public life of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, who, for nearly two decades 
has directed the destinies of the Do­ 
minion. Several times during the bit­ 
ter campaign which preceded today’s 
election the venerable Premier said 
that defeat of his party at the polls 
meant the end o* his career.

Oklahoma City, Sept. 21.—Acting 
Governor McAlester gave four par­ 
dons 
and 
two 
paroles 
Thursday 
morning, keeping up the record un­ 
til last moment of his time in the 
governor’s chair. A telegram from 
Governor Cruce Thursday 
morning, 
sent from 'St. Louis, said he will a r­ 
rive in Oklahoma City at 4:40 Thurs­ 
day evening. 


There is a question whether or not 
pardons and paroles given by Acting 
Governor McAlester after Governor 
Cruce reached the border of the state 
will be valid, or infalible against pro­ 
test. All pardons and paroles issued 
Thursday morning bear the hour in 
which they were issued. 


J. M. Taylor convicted in Cleve­ 
land county of violating the prohi 
bition law and fined $200 each in two 
cases and sentenced to 90 days in 
jail in each of the two cases was pa­ 
roled. He had served seven months 
on one case. He is also required to 
pay $42 as the costs of the prosecu­ 
tion. 


Ollie Lancaster, convicted in Pon­ 
totoc county of violating the liquor 
law in three different cases, and who 
was paroled in February, 1910, was 
given a pardon. He had observed the 
conditions of his parole. 


The Case'of Bill Sims. 
One of the most conspicuous cases 
coming under the clemency of the 
acting governor is that of Bill Sims, 
formerly chief of police of Shawnee! 
'He was given a full pardon. Sims was 
convicted of accepting a bribe while 
in office in Shawnee and sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary. Sims 
had taken an appeal in the case, but 
it was dismissed only a few days ago 
bv the criminal court of appeals be­ 
cause of defects in the papers. 
I nless a pardon could be secured 
Bims would have had to serve the 
term in prison. The pardon was easy. 
A protest was received from Mr. and 
Mrs. A. IM. Caldwell, superintendents 
of the Provident association of Shaw -, 
nee against the pardon, but it came* 


too late to be considered before the 
pardon was granted. 
J. W atts, convicted in May, 1909, 
of forgery in Sequoyah county, and 
sentenced to serve eighteen months 
in prison, but paroled February 18, 
1910, was given a full pardon and 
citizenship. 
Nelson Hawkins, a fullblood (Indian 
of Pontotoc county, convicted of man 
slaughter and sentenced to 40 years 
in the penitentiary, was given a pa­ 
role. The circum stances of the case 
are that Hawkins w’ent to the home 
of his grandm other and it is said he 
was drinking. -He was handling his 
pistol when the weapon was discharg­ 
ed and the shot killed his little 6- 
year-old niece. Feeling was high at 
the time in Pontotoc county on ac­ 
count of a great number of killings 
and the jury convicted him of man­ 
slaughter. He had served time since 
1909. 


GOM LUNING PAYMENT 
OF SCHOOL WARRANTS 
State Superintendent R. H. Wil­ 
son is sending out another letter con­ 
cerning the m atter of w arrants in 
certain school districts. In an opin­ 
ion from the attorney general re­ 
cent ly it waa held that any outstand­ 
ing Indebtedness in a district could 
not be taken care of with funds of 
a levy for another year. It would 
appear, according to the state su­ 
perintendent’s letter, 
that 
persons 
holding w arrants for a year in which 
the levy had been exhausted, could 
not get their money. This, in the 
opinion of the superintendent, could 
be called a deficit, “and 
such 
war­ 
rants might then 
be 
funded 
into 
bonds under the provision of article 
7, chapter 8 of the compiled laws of 
Oklahoma of 1909.” This law also 
provides that w’hen the levy has been 
exhausted the district has no power 
to make a purchase without a vote 
of the people in that district.

Taxation of Indian l.umN. 
Guthrie, Ok., Sept. 21.—An im port­ 
ant case, wherein 
is 
attacked 
the 
power of the state to tax the lands 
of the Osage (Indians, has been filed 
in the United States Circuit court 
here by Isaac D. 
Taylor, 
assistant 
I nited States district attorney, and 
P. A. Shinn of 'Pawhuska, as attor­ 
ney for the Osage tribe. The decision 
involves at least three-fourths of all 
the land in Osage county. The state’s 
power to tax is challenged through a 
peculiar wording of the congressional 
act of June, 1906, allotting the Osages 
The several questions included in 
the case for settlem ent and which in 
all probability will reach the United 
States LSupreme court are: 
1. 
W hether the surplus lands of 
incompetent Indians can be taxed aft­ 
er three years from the date of the 
allotm ent act. 
2. 
W hether the homesteads of de­ 
ceased Indians can be taxed. 
3. W hether any lartd belonging to 
a deceased incompetent Indian can 
be taxed. 
The case is of the utmost im port­ 
ance -to the state in its right to tax I 
not only the lands of the Osages, but 
also the lands of other Indian tribes j 
in the state. It is understood it will 
be contested vigorously by attorneys . 
for the stRte. 


I orion Receipts anti Market. 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon 1,675 
bales of cotton had been received at 
the va rd, and over IOO round bale?
